UPLAND LIBRARY 


While the attenticn of all the | 
world is being Qrawn to Palestine | 
the appearance of a picture book 
showing the country and the rapid 
advances of a modern state in the | 
building, will be of special interest, 
It was forty years ago that the 
mcdern Jewish state was first be- 
bun. Despite natural and politi- 
cal handicaps the colonization has 
continued. 

Jacob 


Rosner, a Palestinian 


photographer, has traveled the 
length and breadth of the land 


and has produced a masterpiece 
in black and white. His pictures 
of the land and its people detail 
the remarkable social experiment 
of the Jewish return to Palestine. 
After centuries of dispersal, a na- 
tion is returning to its mother 
country. These pictures show the 
result: the land made fertile 
again; entire new cities built; and 
a new Jewish type, the collective 
farmer, emerging. 

The pictures are arranged in 
simple sequence. They begin with 
the land, emphasizing its 
graphic diversity and scenic val- 
ues. Then a number of pictures 
trace the historic River Jordan 
from its source to its outlet, the 
Dead Sea. Shitting from the riv- 
er to its banks, the camera ob- 
serves typical Jewish activities 
and settlements. This section of 
the book also contains several 
photographs cf biblical and 
toric sites which vividly evoke a 
sense of the country's past—the 
setting in which modern Palestine | 
has developed.

The rural education program of 
the Chaffey district through co- 
operative effort brought into the 
planning not only the Chaffey and 
the elementary school boards of 
the district, but also the county 
superintendent of schools, the 
county board of supervisors, and 
the chief deputy county auditor.

in the school life pf many pupils. 
The boys and girls of the sev- 
enth and eighth grades were 
brought each week from the rural 
schools to the Chaffey campus for 
their home economics and me- 
chanic arts work and the teach- 
ers of those subjects inspired 
numbers of young people to con- 
tinue their educational work. 


The first Chaffey bus was made 
in the shop at school and was 
used for transporting these stu- 
dents. The chief custodian, Mr. 
R. C. Benelty, a marvelous man, 
was Chaffey’s first bus driver. His 
chief object in life was to serve 
all of the interests of the students 
of Chaffey. The pomologist spent 
half his time in research work 
on deciduous fruits and with the 
farmers in discussing their prob- 
lems with them and in conduct- 
ing demonstrations in pruning, 
thinning, and in the development 
of new types that were destined 
to improve materially the produc- 
tion of peaches in Southern Cali- 
fornia as well as in the Chaffey 
district. The head of the agri- 
culture department conducted ex- 
periments in  Chaffey’s citrus 
grove that were, at the time and!

great importance. Finally each 
rural school was made the center 
for an adult education program 
that was’ foundational in the later 
achievement along this important 
line. The principal and his asso- 
ciates taught night school in ten 
different centers in the district, 
and the Americanization program 
was instituted and reached all 
groups who were wishing Amer- 
ican citizenship or who _ could 
profit by classes in English for 
foreigners, or classes in sanita- 
tion, care of children, and in home 
nursing. Mrs. Grace Palmer and 
her associates, Mrs. Harriet Flem- 
ing and her associates reached 
literally hundreds each year and 
accomplished great things for the 
good of groups very often un- 
touched by educational programs. 

To facilitate the community 
educational program a new or- 
ganization was developed during 
1919-1920 —- The Association of 
School Trustees of the Chaffey 
Union High School District. The 
extension of the high school and 
of the junior college work was 
greatly aided by this organiza- 
tion. A constitution was adopt- 
ed, brief and efficient; it read as 
follows: 


ARTICLE I—Name. 

The name of this organiza- 
tion shall be “The Association.. 
.of School Trustees of the Chaf- 
fey Union High School Dis- 
trict.” 

ARTICLE l—Membership 

Any school trustee of any dis- 
trict sending students to the 
Chaffey Union High School, or 
any member of the high school 





board, shall be eligible to mem- 
bership in the Association. The 


County Superintendent of 
Schools shall be an_ ex-officio 
member. School principals 


shall be associate members. 


ARTICLE Ifl—Officers 

The officers of this associa- 
tion shall consist of President, 
Vice-President, and Secretary. 

ARTICLE IV—Purpose 

The purpose of this Associa- 
tion is the advancement of all 
‘the educational interests of all 
the districts represent- 
ed through cooperation among 
the districts. 

The first president of this as- 
sociation was Mr. J. C. Jones of 
Etiwanda, who later served with 
great distinction as resident of 
both the Chaffey Union high 
school» board and the Chaffey 
district junior college board. The 
activities fostered by this board 
during its existence have been 
memorable. Through this. or- 
ganization cooperative buying of 
school supplies in the district was 
instituted. This preceded the 
law that later has saved the dis- 
tricts so much in buying  sup- 
plies through a central agency. 
The association gave encourage- 
ment to the many _ worthwhile 
Chaffey services and helped bring 
the district statewide and nation- 





wide recognition for its’ rural 
education program.
